A few weeks ago it was rumors of war, 
today war has come; trouble, disasters, 
bloodshed, earthquakes, tears shed, and 
death, yet He says, “Be not troubled.” 

Paul, after receiving a revelation of 
God’s purpose and plans for Israel and 
for the world, declared, ““How unsearch- 
able are his judgments,” (Rom. 11:33) 
and yet the ways of God, which none of 
the wise and prudent of earth can ever 
ferret out; were made known by revela- 
tion unto Moses, Psa. 103:7. And the 
Lord, who so wonderfully revealed His 
ways unto Moses, will make them known 
unto His humble children today. 1 Cor. 
2:10. 

When Moses was born there was a 
dictator on the throne of Egypt. He 
passed the sentence of death on the male 
Hebrew children. Moses’ parents had 
faith in God and in response to their 
faith, by a miracle of grace, the child 
that Pharaoh had doomed to death was 
given a place in the royal court. Hatred 
for the Hebrews is no new thing. It dates 
back as far as Pharaoh. But God has a 
way of dealing with those who are haters 
of the seed of Abraham. Though Moses 
was learned in all the wisdom of the 
Egyptians, and was mighty in words and 
in deeds, he himself could not bring de- 
liverance to his own race. But on the 
back side of the desert the Lord made 
known His ways unto Moses. He spoke 
from out the burning bush, “I have sure- 
ly seen the affliction of my people which 
are in Egypt, and have heard their cry 
by reason of their taskmasters; for I 
know their sorrows. Come now there- 
fore, and I will send thee unto Phara- 
oh, that thou mayest bring forth my 
people the children of Israel out of 
Egypt,”’ Exod. 3:7, 10. 

When Moses, that man of God, arrived 
there came mighty judgments upon 
Egypt, especially the plague of darkness. 
I wish to dwell on darkness for a while. 
God sent this plague of darkness which 
lasted for three days. Oh, it was so ter- 
ribly dark. The darkness was so thick it 
could be felt. Can you imagine such 
darkness! I listened one night to a news 
reporter from San Francisco tell of their 
first blackout. How awful he felt in 
darkness, with planes roaring overhead 
and the people expecting a bomb to drop 
on the city any minute. They were ex- 
cited. Fear had filled every soul. Oh, how 
terrible it must be to sit in darkness, the 
soul in spiritual darkness and the dread 
of outer darkness. There will be fire 
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there but no light, crying and weeping 
for ever and ever. The blackout is only 
for a season, soon the “all clear” signal 
is given and back to the places of amuse- 
ments, dance floors, night clubs, tav- 
erns, eating and drinking the people go. 
“As in Noah’s day, so shall also the com- 
ing of the Son of man be.” 

Blackouts may come but there can be 
a light away down deep in the soul. Paul 
tells us, “Ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that day should overtake you 
as a thief. Ye are the children of light, 
and the children of the day: we are not 
of the night, nor of darkness.” 1 Thess. 
5:4, 5. The children of Israel had light 
in their dwellings but for three days 
the Egyptians were in darkness, so black 
it could be felt; it was thick. Isa. 20:2, 
“Behold darkness shall cover the earth, 
and gross darkness the people.” But His 
people can have Jesus the Light of the 
world, the Morning Star. 

There came a time when Egypt was 
ripe for greater judgments. Israel was to 
be exempted from the judgment provid- 
ing the blood was on the door posts of 
their dwellings. His message was, “When 
I see the blood, I will pass over you, and 
the plague shall not be upon you to de- 
stroy you, when I smite the land of 
Egypt,” Exod. 12:13. God protected Is- 
rael from wrath. Today the saints who 
shelter under the all-availing, all-prevail- 
ing blood of Christ can be partakers of 
the Lamb, and boldly declare, “God hath 
not appointed us to wrath, but to obtain 
salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 
Thess. 5:9; ‘“‘which delivered us from the 
wrath to come,” 1 Thess. 1:10. Thank 
God for the great plan of salvation. 

“When the judgments came on Egypt, 
the wrath of Pharaoh was kindled against 
the children of Israel. Just look at the 
spirit of Pharaoh. He said, “I will pursue, 
I will overtake, I will divide the spoil; 
my lust shall be satisfied upon them; I 
will draw my sword, my hand shall de- 
stroy them,” Exod. 15:9. Another Hit- 
ler! 

God’s time came. Exod. 15:10, ““Thou 
didst blow with thy wind, the sea covered 
them: they sank as lead in the mighty 
waters.” Moses and the children of 
Israel sang, ““Thy right hand, O Lord, is 
become glorious in power: thy right hand, 
O Lord, hath dashed in pieces the enemy. 
And in the greatness of thine excellency 
thou hast overthrown that rose up against 
thee: . . Who is like unto thee, O Lord 
among the gods? who is like thee, 
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glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders?” Exodus 15:6, 7, 
11. God has a set time to deal out 
justice to His oppressors. Look at Haman 
and Pharaoh, and watch Hitler fall. The 
judgments that God is sending today 
speak loudly of the fulfilling of the Word 
of prophecy. “As I live, saith the Lord 
God, surely with a mighty hand, and a 
stretched out arm, and with fury poured 
out, will I rule over you,” Ezek. 20:33. 

The prophet Ezekiel was taken in the 
spirit into the temple of God, and was 
shown the abominable idolatry to which 
Judah had descended—the unholy things 
done in the dark. Ezek. 8:12. In that day 
of almost universal apostasy there were a 
few, a godly remnant, who were still 
separated in heart and life unto the Lord. 
The word was given by the Lord to a 
man clothed in linen, who had a writer’s 
inkhorn by his side, ““Go through the 
midst of the city, through the midst of 
Jerusalem, and set a mark upon the fore- 
heads of the men that sigh and that cry 
for all the abominations that be done in 
the midst thereof,” Ezek. 9:4. Then to 
six men who had every man a slaughter 
weapon in his hand, the word came: “Go 
ye after him through the city, and smite: 
let not your eye spare, neither have ye 
pity: slay utterly old and young, both 
maids and little children, and women: 
But come not near any man upon whom 
is the mark; and begin at my sanctuary,” 
Ezek. 9:5, 6, or the Church. 

God wants His house clean, the ves- 
sels clean, sanctified for the Master’s use. 
God wants His people to be holy, for He 
says, “Ye shine as lights in the world.” 
I wonder as I write, if the man in linen 
should begin to mark the Church mem- 
bers, would he find the house all set in 
order, all ready to welcome him in. The 
saints of God must be watching, that we 
may be accounted worthy to escape all 
these things that are coming to pass. God 
wants to seal His children. “Having this 
seal, the Lord knoweth them that are 
his.” It is like unto the plate on Aaron’s 
forehead with the inscription “Holiness 
unto the Lord.” When the time comes to 
separate the wheat from the tares, the 
angel will not fail to recognize the holy 
seal.

of God. Brotherly love, like other things, also has its positive 
and negative sides. There are many things that brotherly love 
will not do. It does not envy. It is not vain and proud, It is 
not rude, discourteous. It is not selfish. It does not put the 
“1” above all else. It is not easily irritated and provoked when 
it is called on to suffer reproach or cannot have its own way. 
It does not keep a list of slights visited upon it. It does not use 
a magnifying glass to search out the spots in others. It does not 
rejoice when iniquity gains ground. When these things are 
manifested in one’s life, he may know that he is slipping to- 
ward the negative end of brotherly love. 

The importance of knowing the negative side is certainly 
shown by Paul’s catalog in 1 Cor. 13:4-7, for there are fif- 
teen traits listed. Eight of them are negative and seven posi- 
tive. Thus if numerical superiority amounts to anything, it is 
more necessary to know the things that we are not to do than 
the things we are to do; at least, when one learns the wrong 
direction and becomes so convicted, it is easier for him to 
check up and go the other way.

have been received with open arms by the Protestant clergy. 
It purports to be the voice of more than fifty million Protes- 
tants and seems to fill a long-felt need in that it is a digest 
of the world’s religious news up to date. 

There are some outstanding things abaut this new newspa- 
per. One is, to quote the announcement directly, ‘The Protes- 
tant Voice accepts no liquor or tobacco advertisements; prints 
no crime or sex stories.”” And this is certainly admirable in a 
newspaper because the ordinary publication revels in those 
things which are the most lucrative and there seems to be more 
money in liquor and tobacco advertisements and in crime and 
sex stories than in any other.

To supply a medium wherein Protestant organiza- 
tions and individuals may express their views and convictions. 
7. To champion vigorously the cause of religious freedom in the 


new world and the absolute separation of church and state.”

Good will among all races 
is stressed. Tomorrow, Sunday, 
Feb. 8, is set aside as Race Rela- 
tion Sunday and will be observed 
for the twentieth year in the pro- 
motion of racial good will and 
brotherhood. This is certainly a 
gesture which it seems to us 
should be made by all Christian 
churches, for since God has made 
no difference in races or nations, 
but has laid a plan of salvation 
designed for and open to all, it is the least that those who have 
accepted Him as Christ can do to accept them in a common 
brotherhood. 

Coincidently with the announcement of the Federal Coun- 
cii of Churches a similar though more specific purpose is served 
by observance of Brotherhood Week, beginning February 15 un- 
der the sponsorship of the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, another broad step away from the spirit of intoler- 
ance and totalitarianism, and all such steps can be accepted 
by Christendom and their observance noted and accepted. It 
would be a nice thing if every Church of God preacher would 
take special note of these announcements and promote the 
spirit of good will and brotherhood in his church during the 
month of February, letting the high light of this observance 
be on Sunday, February 8, and all church activities be directed 
toward the spirit of true and genuine brotherhood.

Ce will among the races toward 
all men is being stressed by differ- 
ent religious organizations and also by 
outstanding religious leaders throughout 
the world. Someone has suggested that 
February be designated as International 
Brotherhood Month, and the motto of 
some of these leaders in society is the 
establishing of a democratic society based 
on the Christian ideal in which every 
race will share equai rights and _ privi- 
leges without bars to fellowship. 


Brotherhood — brotherhood is God’s 
idea and not the product of the human 
mind; however, the human mind can 
comprehend it. On the other hand, it is 
a divine principle about which the ene- 
my of God and man would keep us con- 
fused and toward which he would have 
souls remain indifferent. The idea of 
brotherhood to all men is not only a con- 
ception of what ought to be but is an 
essential part of the ideals of our heav- 
enly Father for the entire human fam- 
ily; and when interest in this worthy en- 
deavor is revived, I deem it the duty and 
privilege of every Christian layman and 
minister to take advantage ot this re- 
vived interest and let no stones be left 
unturned or any opportunity neglected 
or passed up for making known from 
printed page and pulpit, by private con- 
versations, and over the radio or by any 
other means the principles and conditions 
of brotherhood through fatherhood, 
which is the only true brotherhood for 
all men, 


The idea of brotherhood for all men, 
and programs for its promotion by men, 
is nothing new. It has appealed to the 
races through the centuries, as is evi- 
denced by the many different lodges, or- 
ganizations, clubs, etc.; and the idea will 
continue to appeal to the souls of men 
because of the following facts: 

. First, the idea is of God and therefore 
is as indestructible as God Himself. 

Second, God created men—yes, ail 


-men—with a capacity for its realization 


and enjoyment. 

Third, God’s highest glory depends on 
it. 

Fourth, man’s highest usefulness de- 
pends on it. 

Fifth, the happiness of the 
heart depends on it. 

Sixth, the successful prosecution and 
defeat of the principles which grieve God 
and distress men depend on it. 

Seventh, the overthrow and abolish- 
ment of political systems which plan the 
annihilation of other nations and waste 
earth’s resources in an effort to destroy 
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human life and happiness, instead of de- 
veloping and directing them into the 
channels of blessedness, depend on it. 


The idea of brotherhood through 
fatherhood was conceived in and born of 
divine love, and the triune God has 
made this the most important business 
of either heaven or earth. To that glori- 
ous end plans were laid, conditions set 
forth, and a course of action decided 
upon, which included (1) the supreme 
sacrifice of the Father giving His Son, 
(2) the dedication of Christ and the sac- 
rifice of His life upon the cross of Cal- 
vary, (3) the sending forth of the Holy 
Ghost to reprove the world of that 
which had broken fellowship with God 
and which brought enmity between men 
(sin), and (4) the giving of the gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ which clearly 
reveals the conditions which are to be 
met and the way in which men are to 
proceed in their labor with God to bring 
about this happy state among men. In 
Genesis 4:9 the question was raised by 
a young man when he asked, “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” No doubt, the respon- 
sibility which he felt caused him to ask 
this question. Satan and sin had entered 
in and broken fellowship between God 
and man, thereby grieving God and 
blighting man’s happiness. This question 
was raised by one who, instead of keeping 
his brother, had just slain him. and all 
because of their father Adam, who failed 
to appreciate the fatherhood of God. 


It is true that ail people should do all 
w thin their power to break down racial, 
political, and denominational _ barriers 
which hinder fellowship among men. 
Yet this can never be done as long as the 
principle which broke fellowship with 
God exists or shall rule in the human 
heart, as long as greed, hatred, or self- 
ishness is tolerated. Any plan which does 
not outlaw sin and wrong will prove 
fruitless and va‘n. To bring about fellow- 
ship and brotherhood men must meet 
Bible conditions and pursue the course 
of action as laid down by our Lord Jesus 
Christ. They must follow His example 
and adopt His attitudes toward the hu- 
man family. Christ came to earth and 
became a mediator between God and man 
to reconcile both Jew and Gentile unto 
God and thereby make one new man who 
could, from his heart, say, “Our Father, 
which art in heaven.” This He did by the 
sacrifice of Himself upon the cross of 


Calvary. It was on Calvary that nation- 
al and racial lines were broken down. 

In the first division of the poem, Sarah 
Knowles seems to have a vision of the 
very thing of which we are writing and 
to which end the Church of God is la- 
boring, serving, and sacrificing; and we 
are happy to say, and say it without fear 
of contradiction of our hearts or con- 
sciences, that at this moment there are 
people who are enjoying real brotherhood 
because of their association with Calvary. 
Not only do they enjoy joint brother- 
hood among themselves, but it is a source 
of great pleasure to them to realize that 
they are enjoying the brotherhood of Je- 
sus Christ. They are heirs of God and 
joint-heirs with Christ. Romans 8:17. 
How wonderful, indeed, that the Son of 
God came to earth; and by the life He 
lived, the doctrines He taught, the works 
which He did, especially that upon Cal- 
vary, perfected a plan whereby all na- 
tions, every kindred and tongue, could 
come to God and become His children 
and thereby become brethren! Hence- 
forth through His gospel the ministry 
that He has called forth to be associated 
with Him enjoys the blessed reality of a 
brotherhood of all nations through 
fatherhood. We do not mean by this that 
all people of all nations, but some of all 
nations enjoy this great blessing and to 
us a Brotherhood Day, a Brotherhood 
Week, a Brotherhood Month is not 
enough.

THE first picture you see on this page 
shows a heavy steel beam being lifted 
into place twenty-six feet above the 
ground in the new building at the Bible 
Training School. This picture was taken 
early in the morning, January 14, and 
already the wall, which is to rise fifteen 
feet above this point, has gone on up- 
ward nearly half that distance. Progress 
is encouraging at the present time, al- 
though there were some unavoidable de- 
lays in getting materials earlier in the 
construction. It is expected that the roof 
will be on within three weeks, after 
which work may go on unhindered by 
the weather. It must be said, however, 
that the weather has been favorable for 
building purposes beyond anyone’s ex- 
pectations. 

At the right end of the beam is 
Brother Anderson Miller, the contractor, 
directing it into its position above the en- 
trance to the double doors connecting 
the new building with the old. An ele- 
vated hallway will span the thirty-two 
foot distance, connecting at the stairs 
half way between the main and upper 
floors of the old building, and with the 
auditorium floor of the new. Brother 
Miller says he expects to have the audi- 
torium completed in time for baccalau- 
reate service and graduation exercises. It 
will seat probably seven or eight hundred 
and provide standing room for perhaps 
four hundred more. At the back of the 
building the men are now working on the 
fifth and last story, between fifty and 
sixty feet from the ground. 

Watch the Evangel for pictures from 
time to time showing different 
phases of the work, but what’s 
more than that, watch for the 
new B. T. S. “Beacon!” Among 
its many beautiful pages will be 
an entire page devoted to dif- 
ferent views of the building and 
the work. There has been dis- 
cussion for several years about 
putting out an annual for the 
Bible Training School, and this 
year being the first year for the 
Junior College and the new 
building, it was finally decided 
just before Christmas to get the 
project under way. A staff was 
organized, consisting of Horace 
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McCracken, Clifford Bridges, Benjamin 
DeLay, Ren Cassels, Loree Burnett, Wan- 
da Carey, Esel Gibson, Charles Rogers, 
Claude Phillips, and Virginia Green, with 
Sister Swiger as adviser. The school for- 
warded money for the purchase of suit- 
able camera and lighting equipment, 
which the profits of the annual should 
pay for in the course of two years. The 
two pictures on this page were taken 
with this camera, and will appear in the 
annual. The other picture on this page 
is of Miss Euverla Tidwell, as one of the 
eight music teachers in the school at the 
present time. 

The prospects are encouraging for 
the “Beacon.” Cooperation has been 
good, and I can only thank the Lord for 
the way He-has worked things out so 
smoothly many times. It is purposed that 
the book shall honor the Lord and be a 
credit to a Church of God _ school 
throughout. It will contain a beautiful 
view of the school, portraits of the fac- 
ulty and seniors, group pictures includ- 
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ing every student in school, pictures of 
the various clubs and activities, a section 
of six pages on the musical work of the 
school, nine pages of snaps, including 
two pages of informal shots of the fac- 
ulty, and a number of other beautiful 
pictures of miscellaneous subjects, with. 
brief and appropriate write-ups. 

To prospective students, into whose 
hands the book may fall, it will present 
a complete and inspiring view of every 
phase of B. T. S., and local churches, 
evangelists, and overseers will find it in- 
valuable in boosting the school. Only 
300 of the books are to be printed this 
year, according to present plans, so may 
we kindly suggest: If you would be wise, 
don’t wait till the last to get yours re- 
served, or don’t figure on getting it when 
you come up to the school at gradua- 
tion time. Send your three dollars to 
Clifford Bridges, Business Manager for 
the Beacon, Bible Training School; or, 
if you wish, you may send one dol- 
lar now and have it reserved, paying the 
remainder later.

A week ago, in the Wednes- 
day night service, the Lord sent 
down a gracious outpouring of 
His Spirit, refreshing indeed to 
all of us at this time of strain 
and hard work. It seemed that 
the Lord wanted to bless us real 
good just before we plunged in- 
to the week. of the semester fin- 
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The Republic of El Salvador is the 
smallest of the Central American coun- 
tries, its land area being computed at 
13,176 square miles; yet it is by far the 
most densely populated: in proportion, 
having a population of nearly two mil- 
lion. After having received a vision of a 
great outpouring of the Holy Ghost upon 
the nations of the earth, we started out 
several years ago to tour the world with 
a view to organizing and bringing into 
our fellowship in the Church of God 
chose groups of independent Christians 
who heretofore had given such matters 
but little thought. As late as 1936, dur- 
ing our first round-the-world tour, we 
included El Salvador in our itinerary, 
feeling that God had a work for us to 
do in the Republic of “The Savior.” 
However, we were unable to visit the 
country at that time and dismissed the 
matter from our minds, but God had His 
plans and things seemed to be working 
out to that end. How it came about, fi- 
nally, was through Brother H. S. Syver- 
son and wife, unknown to me at that 
time, yet the Lord had His hand upon 
them back there in the Salvation Army. 
He gave them the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and led them into our fellowship 
and called them to El Salvador. Although 
Brother Syverson has been on the field 
less than two years and knew very little 
Spanish when he came, he has, in spite 
of being thus handicapped, organized 
twenty congregations and taken around 
five hundred members into the church. 
But it is a long story, dating back before 
my time or that of Brother Syverson’s. 
The reformation had its beginning in 
Canada some thirty years ago, with two 
other ministers, one a Methodist and the 
other a Christian and Missionary Alliance 
brother. The Methodist was none other 
than our Brother Paul C. Pitt, who has 
received the precious promise and heads 
our missionary endeavor in China. The 
Alliance brother left for his field of labor 
in far-off Bolivia in South America, but 
the Lord gave him the Holy Ghost also 
and brought him back here to El Salvador 
in Central America about thirty-two 
years ago, to found the Pentecostal Full- 
Gospel work, and we still have him with 
us today in the person of Brother Fred- 
rick Mebius. Don Fredrico, as he is 
known, is up in years, past seventy, yet 
still as active as some men of forty, and 
is assistant overseer of our mission work 
here under Brother Syverson.

The Convention at El Congo 


The writer was accorded the high hon- 
or of being the convention speaker at the 
first general meeting at El Congo, Nov. 
22-24, cclebrating the first anniversary 
of the founding of the Church of God. 
We were accompanied from Guatemala 
by Rev. and Mrs. C. T. Furman, our 
missionaries from the “Land of the Quet- 
zal.” We received a “big hand” from 
everyone no sooner than we arrived. At 
the border, instead of an army of porters 
swarming about us, uniformed policemen 
came and carried our bags and saw us 
through customs inspection with a mini- 
mum of trouble. And when we arrived 
at El Congo, a suburban town belonging 
to the city of Coatepeque, we received 
a telegram from the governor giving us 
a welcome and granting full liberty of 
worship during our convention. We were 





also welcomed by the mayor and several 
city officials during our visit. We called 
on the governor later at the Departmental 
Palace and were royally received. He ex- 
pressed himself as being favorably im- 
pressed with the Church of God work 
under our Brother Syverson and offered 
the use of his good offices in case his 
help was needed in any way. On Monday 
afternoon the city clerk came over to 
give us a welcoming hand and was so 
impressed during our ministers’ meeting 
that he got up and publicly surrendered 
to God, asking pardon, and placed him- 
self unreservedly at our service in the 
Church. The last night the city treasurer 
and one of the municipal syndics occu- 
pied front seats during my farewell ser- 
mon. They took part in the song service 
and were visibly moved. Brother Syver- 
son, with the help of Brother Mebius and 
a corps of native workers, had labored 
hard to get the new central church fin- 
ished for the convention. There were 
seats for about 350, with probably as 
many more crowded in and around the 
doors, and the order could not have been 
better under any circumstances. The 
people stood for hours spellbound as God 
poured out the power of the Spirit upon 
His people. Several were saved and a 
number received the Holy Ghost during 
the time. 

While in El Salvador we were guests 
at the Missionary Home and School con- 
ducted by Rev. and Mrs. E. L. Humph- 
rey, ex-Baptist missionaries. The Home 
is located in the city of Cojutepeque 
among surroundings that are almost un- 
equalled morally and naturally and the 
spiritual air is wholesome. This institution 
was made possible through a gift of 
$9,000.00 from the late Mr. W. H. 
Hoover of the Hoover Vacuum Cleaner 
Company, Canton, Ohio. Mr. and Mrs. 
Humphrey have invited Brother Syverson 
to take up permanent residence at the 
Home, having reserved four rooms and 
bath for the use of the family. They have 
their meals served as well, and the cost is 
very, very nominal, barely enough to 
pay for the good wholesome food that is 
served in abundance. This is some more 
of God’s doings in opening up such a fine 
place for our brother’s family to stay 
while he is away on the field in the in- 
terior. They have fine paved roads 
through this section, and a railroad, but 
most of our work can only be reached 
on horseback. 
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We receive many requests for 
the salvation of relatives, loved 
ones, and friends, also for urgent 
unspoken requests. There are so 
many of these requests it is impos- 
sible to publish them, but we ask 
that all take these to heart and 
earnestly pray that the Lord will 
answer prayer in their behalf. In 
order for requests to be published 
they must be signed.

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Question: In 2 Cor. 9:7 we read, “Ev- 
ery man according as he purposeth in his 
heart, so let him give; not grudgingly, or 
of necessity: for God loveth a cheerful 
giver.” What is meant by the word 
“necessity”?— J. C. P. 

Answer: This is a good question. Par- 
ticularly so because many people have had 
the view that when one needed money 
himself he should not give. But this is far 
from the truth and far from that which 
is meant by this scripture. If it were true, 
the door for sacrificial offerings would 
be completely closed. But what is meant 
by this scripture? Listen, “not grudging- 
ly, or of necessity.”” The Syriac Version 
says, “not by constraint: for the Lord 
loveth a joyous giver.” Moffatt’s Trans- 
lation uses the word “compulsion.” So 
we are not to give from necessity, com- 
pulsion, or constraint. Or, to give it to 
you in common, everyday words: not be- 
cause the church needs it for building 
purposes or otherwise, but because we 
love God and we want to contribute to 
His cause, and in doing it cheerfully we 
have the smile of God’s approval and a 
claim to His love. 

Ouestion: 1 have been asked many 
times, “When did Paul get saved and 
sanctified?” Some say he had nothing 
until Ananias laid his hands on him.— 
. Ee 

Answer: This is rather a specific ques- 
tion, for which there is no specific an- 
swer in the Bible. It ceftainly is clear, 
however, that the statement that Paul 
received nothing until Ananias laid his 
hands on him is unfounded. Paul’s con- 
version evidently took place between 
Jerusalem and Damascus. The historical 
setting of that event in Acts 9 does not 
give much information on the subject, 
but in Paul’s testimony to King Agrippa, 
relating the incident of his meeting with 
the Lord on the way to Damascus, he 
gives the voice that spoke to him as say- 
ing, “But rise, and stand upon thy feet; 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things which thou 
hast seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee,” Acts 26: 
16. We also have in Acts 9:15 that God 
spoke to Ananias on this wise, “But the 
Lord said unto him, Go thy way: for he 
is a chosen vessel unto me, to bear my 
name before the Gentiles, and kings, and 
the children of Israel.” It is therefore to 
be concluded that Paul accepted the Lord 
on his way to Damascus and that in his 
submission to this phenomenon God ac- 
cepted him. He did not receive the Holy 
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Ghost, however, until he met with Ana- 
nias in Damascus, as is evidenced by verse 
17, “And Ananias went his way, and en- 
tered into the house; and putting his 
hands on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jesus, that appeared unto thee 
in the way as thou camest, hath sent me, 
that thou mightest receive thy sight, and 
be filled with the Holy Ghost.” 

Question: Please explain St. John 16: 
13.—J. W. T. 

Answer: The scripture referred to is as 
follows: ““Howbeit when he, the spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of himself; 
but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall 
he speak: and he will show you things to 
come.” This is a plain prophecy from the 
lips of Jesus of the advent of the Holy 
Ghost. In John 14:26 Christ had re- 
ferred to Him as the Comforter which 
is the Holy Ghost and in John 15:26 He 
again referred to Him as the Comforter, 
and said, ‘He shall testify of me.” The 
word “comforter” comes from the Greek 
word “paraclete,” meaning ‘‘a mediator” 
or “one who stands between.” Christ had 
been a leader and a guide and a comforter 
to the disciples while He was with them, 
and in leaving them He told them of an- 
other comforter that should come in His 
stead to be with them, and being with 
them He would be able to help them 
meet everything with which they would 
come in contact. Thus He said, “He will 
show you things to come.” The Spirit 
of God is our guide today and leads us, 
but it must be remembered that the Spirit 
and the Word agree and that He leads us 
in the way of all truth, so we can only 
go by that which corresponds with the 
word of God and that which testifies of 
Jesus (the Word). 

Question: Please tell me what is wrong 
with a Christian when he gets to where 
he feels like everybody has forsaken him 
and he doesn’t have a friend in all the 
world except Jesus.—M. M. S. 

Answer: This condition is a mental 
condition pure and simple. The sugges- 
tion made is made by Satan and the 
child of God should not accept any sug- 
gestions from Satan. Every Christian has 
had to go through this experience, and 
not only Christians for away back in Old 
Testament times Elijah found himself in 
a similar predicament when he had fled 
from the presence of an angry queen, 
perhaps in a much worse predicament 
than anyone gets today. Hear his words, 
from 1 Kings 19:10, “The children of

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“Greater Love” 

"Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends,” John 15:13. 

The test supreme is not a giving up, 
but a laying down; hallelujah! a volun- 
tary sacrifice of our all in all, even our 
physical life itself. History affords us 
many names of those who have done this 
very thing. Did you ever mentally put 
yourself in their places and wonder if you 
could have done likewise? Here is a lit- 
tle secret. Can you—do you—daily, 
“Hide with many a light disguise, the 
secret of self-sacrifice”? If not, I’m 
afraid the supreme test would find us 
wanting. Like the small three-year-old, 
who swelled out his chest in the house, 
and said, “I’m not afraid of a lion,” 
only to run screaming into the house a 
few minutes later, stung by a bumble- 
bee. We crave for big things and mini- 
mize small things. But great things are 
all made up of the minutest particles. 
No one ever robbed a bank on the spur 
of the moment. He had been a thief, 
mentally at least, for a long time—per- 
haps during his entire life. Then when 
the chance came, he seized it. No one 
does a great deed spurred on by great 
motives, who has not been doing many 
unselfish acts for years previous. Maybe 
such small acts that only the recording 
angel knew them, but when the great 
test came, his foundation wavered not, 
and the thing was accomplished. Let 
us look at the only perfect one. For three 
years His good deeds and self-sacrifices 
had been mounting up until they reached 
heaven itself in the supreme test. 

Let us look at the other side of the 
picture. Jehovah called down to Cain, 
that wicked one, “The voice of thy 
brother’s blood crieth unto me from the 
ground.” Abel’s innocent blood would 
not be silent. Some, like Cain, are taking 
life instead of laying theirs down, but 
even as Cain was cursed, so shall they be. 
The dear Son of God not only laid down 
His life for His friends, but likewise 
for His enemies.

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Sabbath Worship 


“I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s day,” 
Rev. 1:10. 

There is nothing that would help the 
Church of God any more than for every 
member to get into the Spirit on the 
Lord’s day (Sunday) regularly. The devil 
will never get this world till he has de- 
stroyed Sabbath worship. People that rob 
God of tithes and offerings, usually start 
by robbing Him first of the Sabbath. To 
stay out of service on the Sabbath is to 
help the devil. Let’s quit helping the devil 
and God will win. 

Some will say, “I cannot be there but 
my spirit will be there.” I wonder if we 
pastors hadn’t better start reserving seats 
for spirits to sit on; but, my! they are 
hard to preach to, no amens, praises, dol- 
lars, etc. Nothing but vacancy is hard to 
preach against. Now I don’t think work-

I heard of a colored preacher appearing 
in church after being absent awhile, and 
the parson asked why he came back. He 
said, “Well, Brudder, I need strength, I’se 
gotta paint a chicken coop, and build a 
fence around a watermelon patch.”
